the actual bond fide inhabitants, when legitimately expressed, which Lehar- 
aóterized “ ihe imperative rule of civibiactior for. evety ‘law-abiding citizen.”

The policy of these proclamations i is so ‘evident, -and their beneficial ef-

“The Territory was declared by the ‘Acting Goverhór fo be'in a state of in- 
surrection; the civil authority was powerless—entirely’ without capacity to 
vindicate the majesty ‘of the law and restore'the broken peace; the existing 
difficulties were of a far more ‘complitated nature than I had anticipated; . . 
predatory. bands, whose 'sole ‘aim; :unreliévéd by the mitigation of political 
-chuses, was Assassination, arson,‘plihder and rapine, had undisturbed posses- 
sion of some portions ofthe Territory, while every part of it was kept in

people against ‘me ; ‘idle and mendacious ramors,.well calculated to produce:

fortunate.suspicions prevailed; in. isolated. country places no man's life was, 
safe; robberies and;murders were of'.daily. occurrence; nearly every farm 
house,was deserted, and no „traveller could, safely «venture on the highway 
without. an escort, This: state, of: affairs, yas. . greatly aggravated by the in- 
temperance, ot prominent Politicians, outside. of tbe Territory.

I: thérefoře recommend 
the appointment, of a committee, to compare the printed statutes. with the 
original rolls. omfile in the Secretary's.office, to ascertain whether.the same 
liberty has been taken with them as appears to have been taken with the act 
under which they were made: 

Of the numerous. errors. discovered —-— th& copy of the organic act 
as printed in the statutes, I. will refer to one.im'illustiation of my meaning. 
In the 29th section, defining:the executive.authority, will be found the follow- 
ing striking omission: .** Against the .ldws. of said Territory. and reprieves 
for offences." -This..omission:.impairs:the. executive authority, and deprivés 
the Governor of the pardoning: power for.offences committed against.the laws 
of the Territory,’ which Congress, for the wisest and:most humane’ Teasons, 
has conferred upon him. zc S 

The organic act requires every bill to be, enid i to the Governor, and 
demands his signature, ag the evidence of his approval, before it, can become 
alaw. The statutes are defective in this respect, as they, do. not, contain the 
date of agiproyal, nor the proper evidence of that fact, by having the, Goyer- 
nor's signature, , 

. Your, attention is invited to. chapter 30, in relation to county boundaries. 
The boundary of Douglas county is, imperfect, and, in connection swith Shaw- 
nee ‘county, is an absurdity for both counties. The boundary: Jines. of all the 
counties should be, abeolitely.established. ;  .. bomo s! 

Chapter 44, establishing the probate court, also requires attention. The 
act is.good,, generally, só far na it relates to the, organization and. duties of 
the cou, ,, But all. provisions in this and other. acts, vesting the. appointment 

of Probate Judges, County Commissioners, aad. other public. officers in the 
Legislative Assembly, should at once. be, repealed, and the unqualified right 
of election conferred upon the, people, whose interests are immediately affec- 
ted by the act of those officials, The. free;and unrestricted right of the peo- 
.ple.to select their own agents, is s maxith.so,.well settled in political ethics, 
and springs so legitimately fromthe doctrines, of self-government, that I need

- only allude to the question to satisfy every one. of its juatice.. The ‘people 
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must be’ perfectly free” to regulate their own business in their own way; and 
when the voice of the majority is fairly expressed, all will bow jo it as the 
voice of God. Let the people, then, rule in every thing. I have every con- 
fidence in the,virtue,, intelligence: and “sober thought" of the toiling mil- 
lions, The deliberate popular judgment is never wrong. When in times of 
excitement the popular mind, may be temporarily obscured from the dearth of 
correct information or the mists o£ ‘passfou, *the day of retribution and jus- 
tice speedily follows, and a summary reversal is the certain result.. Just and 
patriotic sentiment is a sure reliance for every honest, public servant, The 
sovereignty of .the people must be maintained. _ 

Section 15th of this act allows writs of habeas corpus to be issued by 
the probate judge, but leaves himno authority to hear-the case and grant 
justice; but refers the matter to the “next term of the district court.” The 
several terms of the district court are at stated periods, and the provision al- 
luded to amounts to a denial of justice and a virtual suspension of “ the great 
writ of libérty," contrary:to the letter and ‘spirit of the Constitution of the 
United. States. 

Many provisions of chapter 66, entitled “t elections,” are Objectionable. 
Section 11th, requiring certain “ test oaths” as prerequisite to thé right of 
suffrage, is wong, unfair and unequal upon citizens of different sections of 
the Union. It is exceedingly invidious to require obedience to any special 
enactment. The peculiar features of these test oaths -should be abolished, 
and all citizens presumed to be law-abiding and patriotic until the contrary 
clearly appears. Sworn obedience to particular statutes has seldom secured 
that object. Justice will ever commend itself to the &upport of all honest 
men, and the surest means of insuring the ready execution of law is to make 
it so pre-eminently just, equal, and impartial, as to command the respect of _ 
those whom it is intended to affect. 

Section 36 deprives electors of the great safeguard of the purity and in- 
dependence of the elective franchise. I mean the right to vote by ballot ; 
and after the first day of November, 1856, requires all voting to be viva 
voce. This permission, taken in connection with section 9th, which provides 
that “if all the votes offered can not be taken before the hour appointed for 
closing the polls, the judges shall, by public proclamation, adjourn such elec- 
tion until the following day, when the polls shall again be opened, and the 
~ election continued as before,” &c., offers great room for fraud and corrup- 
tion. Voting viva voće, the condition of the poll can be ascertained at any -` 
moment. If the parties having the election officers are likely to be lefeat- 
ed, they have the option of adjourning for the purpose of drumming up votes ; 
or, in the insane desire for victory, may | be tempted to resort to other means 
even more reprehensible. 

The right of voting by ballot is now incorporated into the constitutions of 
nearly all the States, and is classed with the privileges deemed sacred. The 
arguments in its favor are so numerous and overwhelming, that I have no 
hesitation i in recommending its adoption. The election law should be cares

Onie gieat obstacle to our. prosperity; is’ the ‘immense 
distaricé^we occupy fromiał the great maritime depots of the country by any 
of thé Youtes’now- travelled?) This can be removed: byrthe.construttion of a 
railway, commencing at ah spptopriate' plaoe i ia this-Tertitory, and running 
soutliwàrdly through "thé Indian: te#ritory and Texas, to the most. eligible 
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point on thé Gulf-of Mexico. "The entire length of such a road would net 
exceed six hundred miles, (much less than half the distance‘to the Atlantic,) 
did, at an ordinary speed of railroad travel; could. be traversed in less than 
twenty-four hours. It would pass fhfou£h a: country remarkable for beauty 
of scenery, fertility of"Soil and salubrity of tliniate, and which has properly 
been styled, * the Eden‘df the world ;”'and would open’ up’ new sources of 
wealth superior. to any that have yet been discovered ón the eastern division 
öf the continent. It would place Kansas, ‘isolated as she now‘is, in as favor- 
able a position for comniercial enterprise as very many of the most prosper- 
ous States of the Union, and furnish her a sure, easy, and profitable market 
for her products, as well as a safe; expeditious and ‘economical means of ob- 
taining all her needed supplies at every season of the yéar.“ You will not 
fail at once to perceive’ the: importance of ‘this suggestion. Not only Kansas 
and Nebraska, but the entire country west of the Mississippi, will be vastly 
benefitted by its adoption. -The advantages. to Texas would be incalculable; 
and should you be favorably impressed with the feasibility of the plan, L 
would advise that you'commtinicate, in your legislative capacity, with the 
Legislature of that State, and also with that of the Territory of Nebraska, in 
regard to the most effectual measures for its speedy accomplishment. 

Chapter 149, permitting setilers to hold three hundred and twenty acres of 
land, is in violation of the pre-emption laws; and tends to. contention and 
litigation. 

Chapter 151, relating to “ slaves,” attacks the m which iudótiios the 
very theory of our territorial government, and destroys the freedom . of 
speech, and the privilege of public discussion, so essential to uncloak error 
And enable the people to properly mould their institutions in their own way- 
The freedom of speech arid of the press, and the right of public discussion upon 
all matters affecting the interests of the people, are the great' constitutional 
safeguards of popular rights, liberty and" happiness. 

"The act in relation to a territorial library, makes the Auditor ex-officio 
Librarian, and gives him authprity té audit his own accounts. These offices 
should distinct, as their düties conflict. 

The Teno appropriation for a territorial library has meen expended 
in the purchase/of a very valuable -collectioti of books. "A. 

Time. arid spate will not permit me to point out all the inconsistencies and 
incongruities found in the Kansas statutes. Passed, as they were, under the 
influence of excitement, and in too brief a: period to secure mature delibera 
tion, many of them are open to criticism and censure, and should ‘pass under 
your careful revision, with & view to modification or repeal. Some which 
have been, moat loudly complained of, have never been enforced. It is a bad 
principle fo. suffer deadrletter laws te deface the statute book. It. impairs 
salutary ‘reverence for- law, and. excites in the popular mind'a questioning. of 
- all law, which. directly leads to anarchy, and confusion, The best way-is to 
leave no law on the statute book which is bt uniformly-and ee to pa 
administered with:the authority and power of-the government. i 

. Jn travelling through the’ Territory, I have discovered great anxiety i in. re» 
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lation to the damages sustainéd during the past eivil disturbances, and every- 
where the question has been asked as to whom they should look for indemnity. 
These injuries—burning houses, plundering fields, and stealing horses and 
other. property—have been a fruitful source of irritation and trouble, and have 
impoverished many good citizens. - They can not be considered as springing 
from purely : ‘local .causes,-and as. such the subjects of territorial redress. 
Their exciting Cause has been outside $f this, Territory, and the agents in 
their perpetration have been the citizens of nearly every State in the Union. 
It has been a species of national warfare waged upon the soil of Kansas; 
and it should not be forgotten that both parties were composed of men rush- 
ing here from various sections of the Union; that both committed acts which 
no law can justify ; and the peacefut citizens of Kansas have been the victims, 
In adjusting the question of damages, it appears proper that a broad and com- 
prehensive view of the subject should be taken; and I have accordingly 
suggested to the General Government the propriety of recommending to 
Congress the passage of an act providing for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to take testimony and report to Congress for final action, at as early a 
day as possible. » 

There is not a single officer in the Territory amenable to the people or to 
the Governor; all having been appointed by. the Legislature, and holding 
their offices until 1857. This system of depriving the people of the just ex- 
ercise of their rights, can not be too strongly condemned. 


A faithful performance of duty should be exacted from all public officers. 


^ As the Executive, I desire that the most cordial relations may exist bee 
tween myself and all other departments of the government. 

Homesteads should be held sacred. Nothing so much strengthens a gov- 
ernment as giving its citizens a solid stake i In the country. lam in favor of 
assuring to every industrious citizen one hundred and sixty acres of land. 

The money appropriated by Congress for the erection of our capitol has 
been nearly expended. I have asked for an additional appropriation of fifty 
thousand dollars, which will scarcely be sufficient to complete the building 
upon the plan adopted by the architect, 

Where crime has been so abundant, the necessity for a territorial peniten- 
tiary is too evident to require elaboration, and I have therefore suggested a 
congressional appropriation for this purpose. 

“The Kansas river, the natural channel to the west, which runs through a 
valley of unparálleled fertility, can be made. navigable as far as Fort Riley, a 
distance of over one hundred miles, ‘and Congress should be petitioned for 
aid to accomplish this laudable purpose. Fort Riley has been built at an ex- 
pense exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, with the expectation that the 
river was novigable to that place, and, doübiléss the General Government will 
réadily unite with this Territory to secure this' object. 

A geological survey, developing the great mineral resources of this Terri- 
tory, is so necessary as merely to require notice, Provision for this useful 
work should' immedistely be made: :

Within the last few years sundry conflicting questions have. been agitated 
throughout the couritry, and discussed i in a “spirit ‘calculated to impair “confi: 
dence in its strength and perpetuity, : and furnish abuüdant cause for appré- 
hension and alarm. ' Those questions, have mostly been of a local or séctional 
character, and as suc should never "have ipquired ’ general Significance or 
importance. All American’ citizens should divest themselves of selfish con- 
siderations in relation to public affairs, ‘and‘in the spirit, of patriotism make 
dispassionate inquisition into the’ causes which "have, produced such aliena- 
tion and bitterhess among m whom the highest considérations require 
should be united in the bonds p fellowship. . e 

All Union-loving men should unite upon, a plaíform of ason , “equality ‘and 
patriotism. All sectionalism should - -be, annihilated, i Sections of the 
Ünion should be harmonized under a national, conservative government, as 
during the early days of the republic. . The value of the Union i 18 beyond compu- 
tation; and no respeçt.is due te to those who will even dare to calculate ita 
value. One of our ablest” statesmen has wisely ; and eloquently , said, « Who 
shall assign limits to. the achievements o of freq, min s and free hands under the 
protection of. this. girone Union, Yo t treason 10. mankind since the. organis 
zation of society wan be be ‘equal tip ‘atrocity t to that of him ‘who, would lift his 
hand to destroy it "He “would overthrow. ‘the . nablest sirueture of human 
wisdom, which Protects Himself and hi  fellow-man.

ferior råte: The white. man, with his.intellectual energy, far-reaching science, 
and.indomitable perseverance;iis the pe¢culian objeet.of my.sympathy, and should 
receivé the ‘especial protection-and support of government. In this Territory 
there are numerous. Indie reserves,":ofanagnificent extent and choice fer- 
tility, capableof sustaining a dense civilifed population, now held unimproved’ 
by-numerous Indian tribes.’ These tribes are governed by Indian agents,-entiré- 
ly'independent:of the Executive of this Territory, and-are.indeed. governments 
within a goverment. .Frequent.aggréssions’upon these reserves are oceur- 
ring, which have. prodüced.icelisions' between -the Indian agents and the 
settlers, who appeslto;meufor protection. ‘Seeing so much land unoccupied 
and unimproved; these .enterprising pioneers :naturally question.the policy 
which.-exeludes them from soil devoted to no useful or legitimate purpose. 
Impressed. with the corivietion.that.tlie large Indian reserves, if permitted to 
remain in their'present condition, can not fail to éxercise d blighting influence 
on the prosperity of Kansus,;'and.result. in- great mjury to the. Indians them» 
selves, X shall:be.fpleased to unite with the Legislature in any measures 
deemed advisable, looking to the speedy: extinguishment of the Indian.title to 
all surplus land lying in this Territory, SO as to mov it open for settlement 
and improvement.

For official action, I know no Better rule than'a conscientious conviction of 
duty—none. more variable than the vain attempt to.conciliate temporary pre- 
judice.

predatory bands of fanatical adventurers. Your Committee are pleased to 
notice that our ^ wortliy Representative in'Conpress has introduced such a bill, 
and would suggest the propriety of a memorial to Congtéss’ on the’ subject, 
urging speedy action, and recommending the exclusion of those ivlio took up 
arms against the laws,'and whose property :may -have. bgen, destroyed i in the 
protection of life, or in the execution of legal process. 

We notice, also, many omissions between the printed 'ánd" written statütes, 
as also gross error in the Organic Act as published in our statute book, and 
would urge his Excellency's recommendation to appoint a Committee to com- 
pare the printed statutes with those on file in the Secretary's office. 


We also endorse the action of his Excellency in his recommendation to 
Congress, for, large appropriations, to. aid us, so peculiarly situated by out 
past history, i in throwing ‘aside the ‘shackles of penury, which have boúńd us 
prostrate, and thus enable us, by one great stride, to take up past deficien- 
cies and assume the rank to ' which by. our climate, our soil; and the character 
of our inhabitants, we are so justly entitled.

No. 34, entitled “ An act more particularly to define the 
boundaries of the several counties of Kansas Territory,” ask leaye respect- 
fully to report, that-they have given to the bill a careful and mature delibera- 
tion. "They discovered that-the bill contained the most important provisions, 


. perfecting the boundaries of every county in the Territory, presenting feas — 
tures which were the source of much perplexity as to the true boundary lines. ` 


To arrive at a definite and reliable solution of a matter of so much moment, 
they had recourse to the office of the Surveyor General to discover if possible 
an accurate system to report upon. 

"They have the honor to report to the House that their efforts have been en- 
tirely successful, and that they enabled to report a bill prepared by the 
present accomplished Chief cui of the Surveying Department, General 
Maclane. A careful comparison with the office chart, satisfies your commit- 
tee that. the bill here reported is the very best that can be procured ag to all 
the boundaries of all the counties. " 

With reference to the division of Riley i into two counties, namely, Riley 
and Potawattamie, your committee report that they have approached a 
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consideration of the matter with great caution and solicitude. They are 
aware that a serious difference of opinion waa entertained by a portion of the 
people of that county as to the propriety and expediency of dividing’ the 
county. 

With a view to bé just and enlightened, they: gave to both the contend- 
ing parties every opportunity of setting forth and establishing their respec- 
tive positions fór or against division; many representations have been made 
accordingly by both parties, and sometimes of a contradictory nature, but yet 
not sufficient to prevent your committee arriving at what.they believe to be 

-the right views of the case. 

By reference to a series of petitions herewith enclosed, it. will be perceived 
that the following statement may be relied upon; names for division of coun- 
ty from West Riley, 119; East Riley, 154—making a total of 273 for di- 
vision. Names against division from West Riles, 51—givihg a difference 
of 219 in favor'of division. 

It has been represented to the committee, by statements made by those who 
opposed the division of the county, 1 that this question was mooted, and made 
a test of political issue between the rival candidates for a seat in the House 

. of Representatives. With this the committee can have nothing to do, as it 
has not appeared that any legal evidence has been presented to establish the 
truth or falsity of the question; but, in, order to do equal and as much jus- 
tice as possible to the contending parties, they forward a-certified copy (here- 
with annexed) of the official: vote of Riley county, from which it appears 
that Mr. Garreft got 125 votes, and his opponent, "Mr. Chapman, got 85 votes; 
this is inclusive of the vete of Davis county (attached), and which of course 
can have nothing to do with a division of Riley county. “It would therefore 
seem that Mr. Garrett got 56 votes of persons not interested; in the question, 
while Mr. Chapman got 14—a difference of 42 votes in favor of Mr. Chap- 
man which, if divided, would make for Garrett 69 votes, and for Chapman 
71. i f ; 

It also appears from the official ‘certificate that there was no return made 
from the Rock Creek precinct (East Riley), whichis represented by petition 
as having over 150 votes. Other papers, called information, have been sub- 
mitted to the committee, and are herewith forwarded. With a full view of 
all the facta, the committee feel in duty bound compelled to believe that the 
majority of the voters of Riley-have prayed fora division of said county. 


Again, it is not decided that the people’ of East Riley are aninong in 
favor of organizing a new county, to be called Potawattamie; and even if 
these are in the minority of voters, your committee see no reason why they 
should not be"permitted to set up for theinselves, having a sufficiency of land 
‘and population. 

By reference to a map procured from the Surveyor's office, it will be seen 
that the Biz Blie river naturally divides Riley into two counties, each as large 
as most of the counties.

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of. anti-slavery fanaticism; .&nd we-hope that:the time is not far.distant when 
“the true picture will be drawn-by the iron.'pen of impartial history, and the 
actors in the various scenes assigned their true position." 


‘In the midst of’ our troubles the Président of ‘the United, States’ geht to us, 
as Governor, a stranger, with strong feelings of suspicion arrayed ` ‘against 
him, which we hope, for the sake of our country, may not prove to have been 
well founded ; and yet the Law and Order party exténded to him, at the time 
of .preatest excitement, the open and generous-hand of confidence, and hear- 
tily co-operated with him. by “ returning from the field of Rer "when their 
power was overwhelming, 

The effect has :beén advantageous id peaceable citizens of Kansas. 
He, with the. co-operation of law-abiding, citizens, has succeedéd in restoring 
public peace. “It. is trué that grogs outrages are occasionally “perpetrated 
against good citizens by some of those who took up arms against the laws; 
but there are no longer atitied companies, who.carry opposition to our law, by 
the shedding of blood. We hope that peace may be entirely restored. We 
hope that treason is not merely slumbering. -We are anxious to believe that 
they are not now plotting treason ; but we can not have complete confidence, 
while there is in our midst a large number of. Black Republican traitors, who 
boast that they will resist to the sword any law.for (he protection of slavery 
which is attempted to be enforced against them,or its constitutional establish- 
ment in Kansas.. The law has, never been successfully executed against these 
men, They have-resiated the, officers when not accompanied syitha suffi- 
cient posse, arid. when the posse was sufficiently strong to exégite process, 
they have evaded them. Such men we can never respect. , They are trai- 
tors, They have endeavored to tegr.into fragments, the charter of our lib- 
erties. They have caused the hearths of good citizens to reek with ihe 
blood of butchered innocence. They came to destroy our peace, and did it. 
There is no good in them. Who can tell but that their present petty is in 
view of prospective wholesale treason! . 

Your committee can not-coincide with His Excelleney i in his views with re- 
gard to a question. which has so long divided the, Amezican people; He de- 
clares that ** the Territorial Government should abstain from the exercise of 
authority not clearly delegated to it, and should permit all doubtful questions 
io remain in abeyance | until the formation of a State Constitution. On the 
delicate and' exciting question of slavery, a subject which so peculiarly en- 
gaged the attention of Congress at the passage of. our -@rganic Act, I can 
not too earnestly invoke’ you to permit it to remain. where the Constitution 
of the United States and that Act place. it, subject to the decision of the 
Courts upon all points arjsing.during our present infant condition," 

While your committee concur in the opinion that the Legislature should care- 
fully “abstain from the exercise" of all doubtful authority, “ not clearly 
delegated,”. yet we.can not see the expediency of repealing all statutes 
which relate to the protection of slave property; but on the contrary, under 
present circumstances, and from the conflict of opinion in regard to the con- 
sequences following no Jegislation.upgn, such a subject, held. by many in-

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fluential members of Congress and also liy.a. large- portion of our own ci- 
tizens, we see: much difficulty . arising ta: persons. awning: slaves in our midst, 
unless soie;. xpress statute cleaily ‘protects them in the use and benefit of 
that property.’ ET te D es PEE 

- The act orghnizing the ‘Territories of Nebraska. and'Kaneas, grants to the 
Legislatures of those Territories the full right tq legislate-upon all rightful sub- 
jects.of legislation. . Your committee’ believe that the decision of “slavery” 
or * no slavery,” dn’ Kansas; resides only with the-people, when. the time ar- 
rives for throwing aside its so called “ infant” condition, and taking its ranks 
among’ the sovereign States. of the Union. E 

-We believe that when the time arrives to.fornr a State Constitution, the 
will'of a majority óf thé-actual'&nd. bona-fide residents: shall obtain in full 
force, and that Congress is.then bound to: admit, her. without zeference to any 
constifutional provision in.regmrd to;slavery. . - ,-: 

: The people of all the States:have an equal right to enter into the Territo- 
ry, and we are guarantied alike in our persons and property by the constitu- 
tion, which clearly recognizes the tight of-property im slaves, A Tiritorial 
government.is granted ua, and:a Territorial Legislature ig authorized to make 
all needful: laws for:the: protection of our persons, our rights and our proper- 
ty, to prevent anarchy during that Territorial condition. Personal rights 
could not be'successfully maintained in any other way. - By. reference to the 
tréaty of cession, we there find it-specially provided, with a view to the protece 
tion of slave property, thatthe inhabitants of this Territory; fram its cession to 
its admission esta State, “shall be maintained and protected in the, full, enjoy- 
ment of their Liberty, Property, and the Religion which they 'profess." 

Kansas has, therefore, delegated to her Legislature the power to protect 
slave property by that treáty,:by the-Constitution, and by the Organic Act it- 
self, until the time arrives when her ¢itizens shall frame a Constitution either 
Prohibiting or Tecdgnizing slavery. 

<- We can not, therefore; discover, and do not believe, that the. authority spo- . 
ken ef is doubttul,:or that all laws relating to slaye property, to which His 
Excellency refer’, attack.the equality which underlies.the very theory of our 
Territorial Government, and déstroy the freedom of speech and the privilege 
of public discussion, which.js.so essential to .uncloak error, and enable the 
péople properly:to. mould their-juatitutions in their own way.. We have traced 
the power to pass those laws from the treaty of Cession to the Organic Act 
iteelf ; it isderivedifrom the-great and true principles of popular sovereignty, 
Fetognized in the. late Cincinnati: Platform as the corner-stone and founda- 
tion of our republic, and: since éndorsed by the American people i in the elec- 
tion of James Buchaiían ;..it is justified in the axiom, that a man's right to his 
property is‘natutal sand: inherent, and paramount to all legislative or constitu- 
tional sanctionior prohibition. .,;- ° 

The right to-hold praperty in slaves existed, | as we haye shown, anterior 
to‘ ite ofganization as a; Uriited States Fergitory. Slavery existed here at our 
organization, and slaves were held: by our,citizens:as property. One funda- 
métal object of legislation is to protect property ; and our Legislature, whether 
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it had or had not-the:ppwer to prohibit:or establish slavery, had most certains 
ly the authority, and were in duty bound, to pass -suchilaws for.the protection 
of that species of property as were deemed expedient; provided thase laivs: 
were not in violation of the Constitution of the United States and. our Organic: 
Act. This power; shes been obbefved,‘is'in actordariée with that great prin- 
ciple of the Demieiiti¢ patty: which recognizes the right of tlie people of any. 
State or Territory to legislate. 'éxelusively: for ‘themselves, subject only to na- 
tural right and constitutional provisions. ‘Consequently, the éxercise of this 
power can fot be-at várianee with: the’ very theory ef our government. 

The question to be considered then; is, do those. Jaws conflict with the lets: 
ter of the Constituden’?. Your committee have never seen any'serious ‘Ar- 
gumenit to prove šùch':a iconclusiin:; dt would, ‘therefore, be ‘an dct’ of supér« 
erogation in us-to refute JachJannssuniption. '/Ehe. concinsioh then to which: 
we are compelled is, that the acts »Yeferred to: are both legitimate and just. 
They provide fòr thé punishment of high ctimes; for raisi#g insurrections 
among negroes, for stedling slaves; and.avith the.intent.of rendering'preca- 
rious slave propérty. - Fhey were passed: in ‘defiance ‘of .vested rights; and: 
can not ‘be honestly fégurded' as-&ggressive.: They do hotiinterfere with the 
^ liberty, property of religion of any dhe. They‘dre; operative and. effectine 
only upon a flagrant ‘violation of guarantied tights. The.jews provide for 
nothing more, and’ean not-be--regarded: by rightuminded and sober-thinking 
men as & violation df the principles of our govérnment.: Those-persons who 
are inclined’ to Bé" just, ‘and ‘who pursue the ‘path! tof ‘honor, and deprecate; air 
invasion upon the-rights of others, need-not fedr the lawa.” ‘Phe present Lee 
gislaturé has .alfe&dy modified ‘those laws; ‘It was ‘done to satisfy friends, 
who deemed them unnecessary, ahd calculated fo create a false impression 
apon the mind. Policy dictated the partial repeal which has~been:made’s 
principle and feélinigs of patriotism-did not:.for's reverential awe for the. 
Constitution could have been as well fostered and nourished with what. has 
been repealed: upón the-statute Kooks as without. ‘We therefore believe that 
the laws for the. prutection of slave property should by all means be allowed 
to remain uponithe statute book, and, if necessary; bé smmended'so as to moré 
effectually protect that species of property: "Your committee are, however, 
willing that our laws should be tested “by the general and. fundamental prin- 
ciples of our government; arid that all: Which will not bear this ordeal, be , 
revised, amended, or repealed. ar 

Your committee’ recortimends: the TEETE of the iHouke: with his Ex- 
cellency in petitioning: Congress" to iprovide: ‘forthe payment. of damages 
which have been’sustairied Dy inany &fóffending citizens during: the distur- 
bances which'have :been:-8o ^rífe'iri- théPerritory.: "here áre (many. good 
and true citizefis who have been yóbbed.of all they possessed: of..this world’s 
goods; had their O KER destroyed, and their wivesjand children turnis 
ed out upon’ "thle cola chafity ofthe world; dowérkisswnd unportioned; by the 
miany predatory Bands of fanati¢al ‘adveritarers, : ¥odrscommittee ‘are pleased 
to notice that oat worthy: "Representative ‘ih Congress has introduced such a 
Bill, and woiild' suggest the proptietof w eee eae on the subs 
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ject, uxging -speedy action, and recommending. the exclusionsof ,those.,who 
took up-arms against. the laws, and whose property may, haye = jesyed 
in the protection of life;;or in the execution.of legal process... " 

We would especially call attention to the fact that there are many discre- 
pancies between the enrolled statutes: and those in the printed took, &s-xvell 
as gross errors inthe Organic Act as published in our statute book, and would 
&uggest the propriety of appointing some suitable person to correct these 
errors. — 

We, also, endorse the action of his Excellency in his recommendation to ^ 
Congress for large appropriations, tp aid us, :so peculiarly situated by our 
past history, in throwing aside the shackles of penury, which have bound us 
prostrate, and thus enable us, by one ‘great stride, to make up past deficien- 
cies, and assume the rank to which by our climate, our ‘soil, ‘and the charac- 
ter'of'oür inhabitants, we ae so jusily entitled. And as one great litt in tbe 
chain: of our. prosperity is the early. extingnishment of Government: title in 
the lands, and:its possession in the-hands of the actual. settlers, we- recommend 
the establishment of-two or more additional land offices, and co-operation in 
this measure also with our worthy Representative by memorial. 

We can endoise fully his Excellency’s recommendation in reference to the 
large Indian reservations in our midst, and think it advisable on the part of 
the House to prepare, in conjunction with the Couneil,,a, memorial to Con- 
gress and the President, for ne early. extinguishment of the Indian cue to 
these lands. 

In conclusion: Your committee can but regret the excesses.that have been 
committted by irresponsible persons, claiming to be Law and Order.. We 
have ever tried to be just and patriotic in our endeavors; the past we bury 
in oblivion, and, disclaiming all-sectional or partisan feeling and names, we 
rally around the great principles of National Democracy, as those which are 
indeed “the savor of life unto life” to Kansas, and around which the Consti- 
tution and the Union circle—the great and abiding landmarks of this Repub- 
lic, which no fanatical, fatricidal or partisan hand should touch with impu- 
nity, and in which only justice and: patrietism delight: — . ge eme

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I will take: occasion to — tá your fe Excellanoy that the drains of the 
Militia, authorized by-your proclamation of Séptember 11th, has from some 
unknown cause been neglected.. It may possibly be the fault of the law gov- 
erning and organizing the Militia, or the neglect of the superior: ‘officers. 


Upon careful examination, I can but adhere to the opinion, that the provi« 
sions are ample and sufficiént for the enrolment, and if complied with, theré 
would have been a thorough organization of the Militia. The statutes con® 
template that the Major General of each. division and Brigadier General of 
each brigade define the boundaries of the several brigade districts. The 
Brigadier General of each brigade and Colonel `of .each regiment: shall. in 
like manner define the boundaries of their several regimental districts ; the _ 
Colonel or commandant of each regiment shall likewise define the bounda- | 
ries of the company districts within his regimental district. ‘Complaints ; from 
various quariers of the Territory have been made to me about the failure on 
the part of the general officers to locate and define the boundaries of their 

respective commands. The next important step towards organization is the 
appointment of the subordinate officers of each regiment by the Brigadier 
General and Colonel commanding. 


After having taken these preliminary steps, 1 can conceive no great dif- 
ficulty in enrolling the Militia, as tlie Captains are empowered and required 
to enrol ali free male citizens between the ages of eighteen and forty-five 
years, residing within the bounds of their respective company districts. In- 
deed, unless there is a complete enrolment of all able-bodied men capable of 
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bearing arms, nothing can be done towards the organization or discipline of 
the Militia, „No systemyof spublic defence:ean be sustained which is based 
upon an organization politico- -mihtaire. Itis mischievous in its tendency,

"The statutes require me ‘to make, a return to you annually, twenty days 
previous to the meeting of tlie Legislative Assembly, of the returns inade to 
me by the Captains of this Regiment. . wee 

.I have to state that this Regiment ‘has not been organized? In March: last 
d received an order from "Brigadier .General'Heiskell, commanding me to 
attend a meeting of the officers of this Brigade at Paola, for tlie purpose .of 
organizing thé Regiments composing his Brigade. I made an effort to obey 
this order, but was prevented by sickness. ‘Nevertheless, I immediately 

wrote to Gen, Heiskell, naming and recommending persons suitable for the 
_ several commissions in this Regiment, and required by statute to be appoint- 
ed by the Brigadier Generals and Colonels for each Brigade. Suffice it to 
say, that, if these recommendations were made known to the Governor, the 
persons were never commissioned, and hence refused to act. 

I received also, in September last, an order: from General Heiskel, com- - 
manding me to report.to him at Palmyra, in Douglas county, with such forces 
as I could gather. This order it was impossible for me to óbey under the 
then existing circumstances, from the fact that at the time I was absent from 
- the district by compulsion’ So also were all the Law and Order men (with 
but few exceptions) from like cause. They had gone to Lecompton, and , 
“placed themselves under Genéral Richardson. 


` The * Northern army” had overrun the district and driven off the Law and 
Order settlers. And further, there having been no enrolment previously; 
every one felt free to serve or not, as he pleased, and. under whom he . 
pleased. " 

Nor can I give the local désetipdon and bounds of" the several canpa : 
districts composing this Regimental district required by: the statute, because . 
the Brigadier General (whose duty I presume it is) has never defined to me 
the limits of this Regimental district.

The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referréd -the objections of 
the Governor to bill'entitled “An act to authorize Courts and Judges to ad- 
- Smit to bail in-cértain.cases;" as:communicated to, the: Couneil in his message 
of the 22d instant, bég leave respectfully: to r&port that ,we, heartily ;respond 
to the position of the message, that the more.certain the punishment of erime 
the greater will be the restraint upon the evil passions; of wicked men. . We. 
freely admit-that-thd impünitg: *wih which crime has been committed in 
our unfortunate. country has been the primary cause of most of the offences 
that have been committed here, and we entertain no doubt that had the early 
agitators been brought to a prompt punishment for their defiance of the law, 
ihe, fearful ‘cloud of civil war would „have never obscured the land. of our 
adopfioh:” ^" —— Ut 41 C! ZEE S. 
It is certainly true that the’ inost stringent meastires should be adopted for 
the sure execution of the law; and none are more ready to admit than your 
cominittee, that the criminal, when once in the hands of the proper authori- 
ties, should. be secuted_nitil the ends of justice’ can be:attained i whienéé we 
are led to inquire what are the surest medns of ‘security. — oe 
,But two years since, our Territory, now thickly settled by the čriterprišing 
farmer, mechanic and tradesman, was iródden “only by the hunter‘of ‘thé‘for- 
est and plain. Bút for the last twelye mohths the tocsin of alarm hàs sbünd- 
ed, our towns haye been converted "into “military posts, and strolling bahdits 
wandered through ‘the land ; dnd, as a cohsequénce, our county treastiries are 
empty.

"That'many valuable horses have-been taken and 
conveyed‘away by these men to the great loss and inconyenience of many 
law-abiding’ citizens of this Territory, who are entitled to protection by law. 
‘The‘undersigned further:states, that within his:own neighborhood some six 
or seven ofthe most valuable horses in the country have- been stolen during 
“the last few inonths. That the expertness and vigilance of these thieves have 
enabled them to escape detection and .evade the law. .

The Judiciary Committee, to whom was referred a bill entitled “ An act to 
prevent duelling,” respectfully report that your committee are not insensible 
to the pig adiga; of the day against what pome are disposed to term a relic 
of barbarism, and is therefote deemed an improper crime for punishment. 
The object of all punishment prescribed by law is not to avenge the law for 
the crime committed, or as a satisfaction to the-public, but as a terror to all 
future offenders, and a warnihg to avoid all subsequent violations.of the law; 
the punishment, therefore, which is most dreaded must be the surest defence 
against all future crime.:: One. principle. pervading a all: degislation3 is; ‘that pun- 
ishment must be in proportion to the nature of the crime ; hence treason, 
murder; àndlother cinies öf éxtrémerenormity, äre: “pitished Ww ith death; and

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But we. are.told-that dashing has :been sountenanced. by; gentlemen, and

In. the case where the county 
is densely_ populated, the tax Would , be light; in the county sparsely settled, 
it would be heavy 5. and ‘yer the good rešúlting would be in favor of the in- 
habitants of that county paying the least tax, inasmuch as there would: be a 
greater numiber to en oy-the benefits. Hence it is not right thus to force 
.counties thinly settled {to incur liabilities and contract debts, to meet which- 
the citizens will be su jected to heavy taxes and many privations. 
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The Territory i isin its infancy. ‘The inhabitants carne here to provide 
homes and to Improve their pecuniary condition, and they are in no condition 
now to engage in indiscriminate road making and bridge building. Enter- 
prise and progress are commendable, but there is a;moderation which should 
‘govern and control our actions. We must not expect to make Kansas in a 
day what our ardent wishes’ might ask. Let the settlers build their houses 
and secure their homesteads, and then—and. only then, is thé time for com- 
mencing improvements. Of such character I have seen, during the last year, 
some of-the roads located in the manner. proposed by these bills: they run 
two . furrows, fifty feet apart, through the prairie, and.in the succeeding 


.Spring no trace is left, It is alla farce—accomplishing no good whatever. 


We have opened and ‘established more roads: now than half of the ‘States ;" 
and therefore the undersigned would respectfully recommend the propriety 
of rejecting all such bills. . 


Place these roads under the jurisdiction of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners; they are better enabled to know the wants.of!the people than we 
are. They should have the exclusive right of establishing and opening roads. 
‘within their respective counties, when they are to provide the means for pay- 
ing the cost. In-such cases, the Commissioners are sworn to discharge their 
duty impartially ; and if any dissatisfaction is felt, complaint, remonstrance, 
&c.,-can be made before’ the Board. -The law is ample in its requirements, 
and the wishes and wants of the people will be carefully considered. 


All roads of a general character, where many counties and large commu- 
nities are -benefitted/ I would recommend that the cost of such roads be paid 
out of the Territorial treasury. p. "s
